KENT UNIVERSITY

State University where four 
students were killed was a 
senseless and totally avoidable 
mistake.

University And Cultural Problems 
Subject Of Stanford U. Conference

As Told To Gerald Tetreault 


(Editor’s Note: Dr. Walter 
Brooks and three Santa Ana 
College students recently 
went to an all-university con- 
ference at Stanford. Dr. 
Brooks relates what they saw 
and heard concerning the 
problems of the university 
and the culture in which we 
live. He also tries to answer 
this question: Can opposing 
factions of today’s society 
discuss their differences ob- 
jectively, instead of resort- 
ing to violence and clamor?) 


The impact and the shock. of 
Stanford alumni to campus vio- 
lence and to policy differences 
was very evident in just the 
eight hours of our visit. The 
lectures, seminars and discus- 
sions were excellent and stimu- 
lating. But you had to be there

As the ballot was being finalized 
on the Cambodian crisis — which brought out a record 
number (1,591) of SAC students and faculty members

students not a part of SAC student government. 


What had I missed as president of ICC that pre- 
vented me from initiating a poll of this sort? What had 
the writers of our El Don been doing to attract atten- 
tion to our national situation and get students to stand 
in line to voice their feelings? How did our illustrious 
senators and members of the cabinet feel to have four 
radicals draw more people to the polls than all of the 
elections in three semesters had brought out? 


We had become too systemized. We had observed 
the parliamentary ping-pong so evident in our student 
government. Going through channels, it would have 
taken at least until Easter, 1972, to prepare the poll 
that took a few interested students overnight. 


The SAC students had evidently heard a strike 
vote would be taken on Monday. Many came in force 
to vote against any move by anyone — God included

Campaign sponsors of a pro- 
ject to erect a Freedom Monu- 
ment on campus are asking for 
help from the college and com- 
munity to boost funds. 

Spearheaded last year by a 
former instructor and members 
of the Future Automotive Tech- 
nicians of America (FATA), the 
drive to raise $7,550 for the 
Credo Monument has reached 
$2,500. 

FATA advisor George Swee- 
ney said “if every student con- 
tributed one dollar, we’d have 
enough to complete it without 
going off campus.” More impor- 
tant, he said, a central commit- 
tee is needed to handle the mat- 
ter of raising funds. FATA has 
sponsored a number of activ- 
ities during the past year to get 
money for the project, but sup- 
port as a whole has dwindled. 

Sweeney said that some cam- 
pus clubs have donated money 
for the monument that will be 
built in the fall of 1971. Com- 
munity businesses, individuals, 
students, and private organiza- 
tions have also supported the 
drive with contributions.

Valley Forge to teachers who 
are upgrading themselves, was 
the man who envisioned a Cred 
the man who envisioned a Cre- 
do Monument here on campus. 
he saw the original one at Vall- 
ey Forge and thought a replica 
here would represent a tribute 
to the American Way of Life. 

The original Freedom Monu- 
ment stands fifteen and one- 
half feet high. On one face is 
the Bilk of Rights and on the 
opposite side is an interpreta- 
tion of the Bill. An American 
Eagle dresses the top of the 
marble monument. 

Plans to build the only repli- 
ca of the original are slightly 
different. The monument will 
be the same, but plans inelude 
a 25 x 25 foot platform around 
the structure for the students 
to relax - - where they could 
read or talk with friends. 
Along the base of it will be the 
names of Santa Ana College 
servicemen who died for their 
country during past wars.
